(b)  if  tfye  aggregate  amount  of  grant  so  paid  is  in  excess  of  the  amount  of 
compensation  to  which  the  grantee  is  entitled  under  this  Act,  such  grantee  shs-ll. 
within  sixty  days  on  a demand  being  made  by  the  Collector,  be  liable  to  refund 

* the  specified  excess  amount.  On  the  failure  of  the  grantee  to  refunds  the  excess 
amount  paid  to  him  within  sixty  days  from  the  date  of  such  demand,  or  within 

• such  further  period  as  the  Collector  may  &llow,  such  amount  shall  be  recovered 
as  an  arrear  of  land  revenue. 

, (2)  If  any  grantee  is  Aggrieved  by  an  order  made  by  the  Collector  pnder  clause  (b) 
ofiub-section  (/),  such  person  may  appeal  to  the  Maharashtra  Revenue  Tribunal 
and  the  foregoing  provisions  relating  to  appeals  to  the  said  Tribunal  shall,  so  far 
as  may  be,  apply  to  such  appeal.  ”.
